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DETAILED ACTION 

I. Rejection of claim 36 under 35 USC 1 12, 1 st paragraph will not be maintained in 
light of amendment filed 9/28/06. 

Claim / Specification Objection 

In claim 27 line 5 and throughout the specification "2,3-methoxy-5-methyl-1,4- 
benzoquinone is recited. Examiner suggests replacing "2,3-methoxy-5-methyl-1 ,4- 
benzoquinone" by "2,3-dimethoxy-5-methyl-1 f 4-benzoquinone". 

Once objection is corrected, claims 27-31 ,36 will be allowable. The prior art does 
not teach or suggest killing mollusk using instant benzoquinone compounds or treating 
ballast water with instant benzoquinone compounds. 

Examiner was unable to reach attorney to resolve the matter concerning the 
above objection.
